Motion's 1 1 ;* II cm theatre night, I would 
Ilka In point out the following in Jus- 
tice to the students present: 

The arrangement for serving .some 
tun si ml. lit* consisted of .some col- 
lapsible tables extending about HO to 
4» feet along one side of the room, be- 
hind which three or four waiters were 
stationed. Nothing bad been prepared 
for tlii) caiiy in-rival of the students, 
and those coming in first lined along 
those tables. Not being served iliey 
in many cases remained thorc, and the 
largo numbers coming in behind knew 
Ihey had to got to the tables or do 
without — since no urrarigetnciit 
been made to distribute anything 
around the room. The pressing for- 
ward of those behind offset the efforts 
of those in front to save tho tables, 
ami needing very little to overbalance 
them they turned over. This was 
really the cause of all the trouble. 

I think if the matter Is fairly con- 
sidered It will lie seen that the blame 
should be placed more on the very 
poor arrangements for serving suéh a 
large number than any intentional not 
on the part of those present, regret- 
table as the whole affair was. 

Had the fond, etc.. been served from 
the end rooms, say by volunteer stu- 
dents, everyone could have at least 
had something to cat, and what they 
did get could have been eaten In com- 
fort. 

The arrangement, as it was, under 
the most favorable conditions would 
Cave caused crowding, etc.. but with 
sreh a large number in good spirits, 
simply caused a repetition of last thea- 
tre night supper. 

Most of those present will admit 
that it would have been far pleasanter 
had there been some efficient means 
of serving equally, and that this would 
have avoided the whole trouble.

in Eastern Cumula. When .Mr. Powell 
speaks on tilings dramatic we are 
always ready to listen and generally 
to approve. 

There are themes, however, upon 
which Mr. Powell Is not so well versed 
and therefore less entitled to speak 
with authority, One of these Is tho 
tradition of McGill Theatre Night. 

1 trust that the distinction between 
'things dramatic" and our local "The- 
atre Night" Is apparent. Hut it would 
seem to he failure to recognize this 
distinction that led Mr. Powell to In- 
dulge in much of the ell operation of 
which Ills signature convicts him. 

For a body of students to raid a 
(theatre during any ordinary perform- 
ance and beliu vo in such a fashion as 
the McGtll students behaved on Mon- 
day nigh:, would he Intolerable. There 
lis no doubt hut that they would he 
I (Illicitly and ruthlessly suppressed and 
ejected. So much we concede. Hut 
Theatre Night Is not an ordinary per; 
forinance— not even In a Winter Gar- 
den revue can a parallel he found- 
and here it Is that Mr. Powell's feet 
get in his own way and bring, him to a 
fall for a broken crown. 

For a McGill Theatre Night, tho 
theatre or house in which the Celebra- 
tion, rather than the play, is to be 
enacted, Is leased In toto, from tho 
management. For the time being It 
becomes the properly of the student 
body', subject, of course, to tho re- 
strictions of the lease. A guarantee 
against damage Is given and affairs 
so far as the management of the houso 
Is concerned, are left In the hands of 
providence and the police. 

Moreover, any person who desires 
to attend that particular theatre, on 
that particular evening, must pur- 
chase tickets from the student body— 
whether he buy them at the Union 
or at the theatre box office. In so 
doing the purchaser places himself, 
to a large extent, under the sway of 
whatever restrictions the student body 
cares, lor that particular performance, 
to place upon seat holders. 

We do not mean to state that such 
a lease entitles the holders ID act In 
any manner they see fit. hut. Unit U 
entails a distinction between Theatre 
Night and ordinary performance, we 
trust Mr. Powell will recognize. 

A second point upon which Mr. Pow- 
ell is manifestly misinformed is that 

which In- takes in regard to the stu- 
dents' "word of honor" being given 
(hat no disturbance would take place. 
Such an Idea is delightfully naive and 
absurd. Does Mr. Powell think that 
each Individual student signed a 
pledge of good conduct for the even- 
ing: or does lie suppose that our 
worthy council took a solemn oath 
and covenant that they would permit 
no freshman to shoot peas or drop 
frogs from the gallery'.* 

A financial guarantee aRiilust dam- 
age is lo he distinguished from "the 
word of honor" of the students that no 
damage would lie cause. I. Hut hero 
again Mr. Powell's vision falls In 
penetration, 

When the author Of the article be- 
comes so overwrought as to state that 
the University's "word of honor Is not 
wmi li ten cent»"— well, we simply sug-

answerable. Furthermore, there Is a 
reluctance on our part to enter into a 
discussion which would onlv lend to 
engender comparisons between the re 
spectlyo merits of the vouth of two 
different countries and lead nowhere, 
that Is, without being productive of 
beneficial results, as Is true In tho 
euse .if nil arguments on religion. 

A striking example of this arose 
In the same harmless way when n 
quidam, "late of the War Office," took 
H upon himself. In a letter to the press 
In ono of our Western cilles, to tell the 
citizens there just how their children 
S|lould he brought up. A problematical 
War ensued, In which the argument was 
soon lost sight of, and resulted In eon- 
sld, ruble ridicule being heaped on the 
disciple of Mars, which he must have 
found most annoying. 

Whatever faults we nny attribute 
to young Canada that of self-sufficiency 
does not. make Itself felt on all occa- 
sions, whether by words or facial con- 
tortions. I am sure that Young Can- 
ada has no delusions on the extent of 
his knowledge of the Fine Arts. Nor 
does ho commit to meninrv a cata- 
logue of the works of art; together with 
the nanus of their authors and In con- 
sequence suive to give the Impression 
ol his being a "connaisseur etm-r'ite" 
without ever having once been obsess- 
ed of the mood which comes of the 
ecstatic contemplation of a "chef- 
d'oeuvre," be it gargoyle, bas-relief, 
miniature or tonic sol-fa-do. 

An awful plunge, hurreseens deslllre, 
brings us to a consideration .of "Sport." 
"V.F.D." considers unsportsmanlike 
the replacing of Injured playi rs In 
"footer" (which I take It means looL- 
bal|). Not wishing to take up his rea- 
sons whereby he decries this procedure, 
I equally unhesitatingly make bold to 
say that, on the contrary, II In abso- 
lutely fair ami Just, since both sides 
have the same privilege. What Is 
sauce for the goose, etc. A substitute, 
although a "fresh and vigorous unit," 
Is nevertheless a .substitute and. Ipso 
taeto, necessarily less protieient than 
the man whom he replaces. Hence it is 
to the team's advantage not to have 
any of their members injured. The In- 
stance related of France vs. Scotland, 
in which Alibi Scotland chivalrously 
continued on In the game with two 
men short, seems to me rather Incom- 
plete. If Scotland had not been in the 
lead, and hud not replaced the injured 
players, then would there be reason lo 
exclaim, "Plaudllo elves,'.', 

The accusation of Young Canada not 
being "sportsmen" is a serious allcga- 
' Hon to make. It Is only excusable In 
I thai, I trust the writer of "Young Can- 
ada" has not had the opportunity of 
! familiarizing himself with sport as It 
( is arranged In this country, or that "he 
I had eyes and he saw not." The re- 
! cent drastic ruling against the Rhodes 
I Scholars nt Oxford is still green In 
our memories. 

In regard to education, I may say 
"Autres pays, autres moeurs." No 
two systems are alike, and yet each 
believes in his own. 1 think "V.F.D." 
in his letter is referring more particu- 
larly to culture and intellectuality. 
Our universities eun only plant the 
seed, their neophytes must do the rest. 
A just comparison between the uni- 
versity product of two countries can he 
made only between those having simi- 
lar dlpjomus. Thus, we must compare 
professional school graduates w|lh 
professional school graduates, and 
those of t|ie arts school with those of 
the arts school. In doing so, the Can- 
adian universities will stand the test, 
and will not suffer from the contrast 
as would have us believe the self-ap-

(Continued from jwige J) 
quired by the present rules. As every 
one knows, the two side scrimmage™ 
serve absolutely no purpose in the game 
us played al present In Canada, and as 
far as utility Is concerned might just 
as well be eliminated. But his main 
«oiggestlon was in relation to the three- 
yard rule regarding the receiving of 
kicks by half backs. Al present the 
rules demo ml that three yards be given 
by tho wings of an opposing team to 
a half back catching from the foot of 
on opposing player. Time and tlmo 
again n half back, instead of catching 
the ball, allows It to bound several 
times before he finally takes It. This 
Is done for the purpose of gelling the 
Opposing wings off-side. Dr. Elder's 
contention is thai this is not football. 
A fair catch as is allowed in t lie Am- 
erican game, Is all that is necessary 
for a back catching a punt and this is 
all that should- be allowed under the 
rales. It Is Impossible for a référé to 
determine whether n back has received 
three yards or two yards and a half, 
when catching the ball, and in this 
way ii farce Is made of the present 
rules. It was suggested al the dinner 
that at the next meeting of tho Inter- 
collegiate Rugby Football Union these 
suggestions should be brought up for 
consideration. 

INTERFERENCE. 

With regard to the present ruling In 
vogue on interference, no reference 
was made except by Frank Shaughncs- 
sy regarding the newspaper criticisms 
which have come from Toronto since 
the big disaster In that city two weeks 
ago. Shaughnessy poi-ited out that the 
game played by McGlll on that occasion 
In no way resembles the Interference 
used by United States teams and was 
strictly according to the rules of tho 
lri.torcolleigia.tc Rugby Football Union. 
M is well known that Queen's Is Jn fa- 
vor of the present ruling for the reason 
that il legalises what was formerly 
done by every team playing the game' 
in Canada against what wore then the 
rules governing the game. Wing 
bucks and line plays nre only possible 
when a certain amount of Interference 
Is allowed. This year the Intercollegiate 
Cnion has made this Interference legal 
and McGill. as well as the other teams 
com]K)slng the league, have only made 
use of this rule. It is therefore hard 
to understand tho wail that ban issued 
from Toronto regarding this feature 
of the Intercollegiate game. 

other than these no suggestions re- 
garding the rules were made. In fact, 
the tenor of the gathering wair not of 
a business-like nature so much as a re- 
view of the past season. During the 
evening commendation for the work of 
Coach Shaughnessy was hoard from all 
Billes and the latter, in IiIr reply to 
tho toast of the coach, eulogized the 
players for the way they had fought 
for the honour of McGlll during the 
Iiast season.

'• Last night at the banquet which was tendered to the McGill 
learn certain suggestions were made as to changes in the rules gov- 
erning intercollegiate football. These suggested changes arc not 
new. They have been made before by other football authorities 
along with other innovations tending to make the game more ac- 
ceptable both from the standpoint of player and spectator. 1 hey 
should be considered at the next meeting of the Intercollegiate Rug- 
by Football Union. 

Canadian football is at present in a state of evolution. For sev- 
eral years past, the game has received a great impetus by reason of 
changes in the rules and also by changes in their interpretation and 
application. Apparently, we arc getting away from the old Eng- 
lish Rugger game through which Canadian football was first origin- 
ated. Every change which has been made has been more and more 
in the direction of the American game. Whether or not ibis will 
be followed out to its conclusion is as yet a matter for speculation. 
Should the Canadian football authorities decide on alterations, 
making Canadian and American football synonymous, however, 
the time will undoubtedly come when football followers would 
.again see a return to the international matches between Harvard 
and McGill which were once the feature of the North American 
fall sport. 



CRUIKSHANK ORIGINALS 
AT PRINCETON LIBRARY 

Work of Illustrator of Dickens' 
Works Presented by Graduate 



Princeton, Nov. 20.— Tbo Univer- 
sity Library has been fortunate in 
becoming the recipient of a very con- 
siderable collection "f rare Crulk- 
Bhankiana. Cruikshaiik stands out 
pre-eminent above all other cartoon- 
i.sts of his time tor his illustrations 
in Dickens' writings. If leaa widely 
linown, his name as an Illustrator 
'would have been assured through the 
merit of his oilier works, had he nev- 
er collaborated with Dickens. 

Not merely because of their mone- 
tary value, but because ot their par- 
ticular charm and interest the works 
of this famous cartoonist, which are 
in demand tnc world over by con- 
noisseurs, deserve particular atten- 
tion. 

These spécimens from Cruiksuank's 
pen are all well preserved as well as 
being typical examples of all periods 
of the cartoonist's work from early 
youth to advanced old age. t'hey 
■were presented by .Mr. H. W. Melrs, 
'88. as a suplement to a considerable 
set already donated by him to Prince- 
ton In former years. 



EARLY WORK OK ARTIST. 
A piece of extraordinary Interest Is 
a print entitled "All the World's a 
Stage." In it the artist is found at 
an early ami formative period . u o that 
the design, first worked ou I in water 
colors and later in black and white, 
is rather incomplete. Second only to 
this in its humor and artistry Is a 
large paper set of illustrations of 
"Life in Paris." printed by George 
IV and said to be the only set in ex- 
istence. 

Another phase of C'ruikshank's 
work is exhibited which has been lit- 
tle exploited and concerning which 
the average person Is often in ignor- 
anc< — that is his oil paintings, Mr. 
Melrs has taken pains to make this 
an unusual feature of the collection, 
being fortunate enough to have ob- 
tained examples in oils ranging 
through all periods of the artist's 
life, including several original sket- 
ches dour- in boyhood as well as one 
painting completed, it is said, in 
C'ruikshank's eighty-fourth year. 

Among the other items the follow- 
ing stand out ns ot peculiar interest: 
"The Holiday Grammar, riie com- 
ic Almanac," in the original cloth 
wrappers; a set of colored impres- 
sions used as illustrations to his fa- 
mous work, "The Humorist"; a copy 
of the work called "London Charac- 
ters"; "The Scourge," an unusual 
copy in the original boards or this 
rare periodical containing many 
forceful caricatures."

Boys' Club Formed in Griffintown — Children Steal Because It Is 
The Easiest Way of Making Money, Says Juvenile Court 

Officer

On Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Daw- 
son, or the Juvenile Court, addressed 
a very interested group of people at 
the Charity Organization Building, 
the subject of his talk being "Delin- 
quent Children." 

Mr. Dawson began by telling of 
the founding and growth ot bis boys' 
club in Griffintown. The first meet- 
ing, held five years ago, was most in- 
formal. Mr. Dawson and the Ill's! six 
members met on a street corner, 
whore the leader outlined bis plan 
for a boys' club, and asked the audi- 
ence to try to interest their friends 
in the movement. A little later, the 
six boys, plus nine friends, met in n 
room ami further discussed the plans 
of the club. Kaeb of the fifteen xvas 
asked to bring one oilier hoy to tho 
next meeting, so Hint at the next 
gathering, there were thirty boys 
present. These elected a president 
and other olllccrs. 

Since then Hie club has been very 
successful. The boys now own their 
own "elub house," a remodeled gro- 
cery store, which ts fitted up like n 
gymnasium, with horizontal bars, 
dumb-bells and shower lialli>.. 

Next week, they are opening an 
extension which Is to include a read- 
ing room and billiard milles fi r the 
older boys, and it is hoped that this 
will further Increase the member- 
ship, which is now well over one 
hundred. 

As nr. Muudie, in his lecture on 
"Kceblo-tnlnded ami Backward Chil- 
dren" a few weeks ago, stressed Ltu< 

importa in i horcdlty as bearing 

on his subject, so Mr, Dawson stress- 
ed the Importance of environment in 
tho case of many of bis delinquent 
boys. ,\ large number of tho boys 
who are In'ought before the Court for 
stealing or similar crimes; he says, 
have absolutely no hereditary tali l. 
They arc simply victims of sugges- 
tion, i.e., they begin to do such 
I things from having seen Iheni done 
by others, or associating with thosu 
who make a practice of il it. 

OUT OP WORK, 
li has been found that UO p.c. of 
tho boys brought to tho Juvenile 
Court are out of employment, there- 
fore, il is ; lie aim of the court olll- 
ccrs to obtain work for them. Mr. 
Dawson pointed out, in this connec- 
tion thai the wages arc so low in 
many cases that tho boys find the) 
can make three or lour limes as much 
money by steal in;; as by working, 
therefore, it is natural thai they 
should prefer the former method. 

The methods and tricks resorted 
to by these boys to procure pocket 
money for themselves are as varied 
as they lire Interesting. The most 
common way is by "picking'' coal, 
Hrsl gathering the coal that has fall- 
en off the cans, ami later bribing the 
driver to dump off some extra pieces, 
Tills coal I hey put in bags and sell 
for -à cents a hag. sometimes collect- 
ing as many as throe bags In a day. 
Grain is another fruitful son rev of 
incoii.e: these young thieves break 
gbt cars and "bag" tho 
lug lliis for even more than 
thus netting cpiite a large 
Friday, "Farmers' Day" in 
Grlfllntown., is always a profitable 
day, as in the jam of carls and pur- 
chasers, it is easy to make oiï willi 
a turkey or a ham. and the farmer 
being unable to leave his horse, the 
t hlcf can easily gel away. 

Mr. Dawson gave several anec- 
dotes, showing the part played by 
environment, and describing the lives 
of country boys of good family, who 
on coining to the city fall into the 
ways of the city loughs with whom 
they come into contact, one parti- 
cularly Interesting case was a small 
American, "Yank," who when first 
discovered, was doing a profitable 
business in coal picking. At the

promised to give it up but a lew days 
later Mr. Dawson met "Yank" drag- 
ging a little earl in which reposed a 
sack. On being accused of stealing 
coal again, lie replied.

Mr. Dawson, then 
pointed out thai stealing grain was 
just as bad as coal. "Well;" said 
"Vault," "l must have some pocket 
money." ••Won't your mother give 
you any'.'" '"Haven't got any." "Well, 
won't your grandmother?" "Fat 

Chance!" I've got eleven cellls here 

and I'm going to the mo"'ng pictures 
to-lllght." However, e again pro- 
mised mil to steal, bill again was 
found by Mr. Dawson in the act of 
stowing away in a bag a big lump of 
eoal which he had just extracted 
from a cart. 

"Well, 'Yank,' are you at it 
again?" he was asked. "Honest, I'm 
not stealing it, I'm taking it home to 
my mol lier. See that factory over 
there? My father works there tor 
nine dollars a week." Thou, pointing 
to a passing coal earl, he said, "Nine 
dollars a Ion. How are you going to 
do It?" Am! as Mr. Dawson said, 
"What could you say to 'Yank' "? 

KliFOKMKI) "YANK." 
..\ shorl time later. Dr. Harris, ol 
this city, asked Mr. Dawson for sonto 
work, and was given "Yank's" ad- 
dress. Not long alter, Mr. Dawson 
met reformed "Yank," in new suit 
and shoes, bearing a large bundle, 
un Inquiring as in hia well-fare, Mi.
